Knocks are often very difficult to 
locate In an automobile engine. 
Va­ 
rious devices have been used to lo­ 
cate the trouble, but as good a one ai 
ii to be had can he made in a few 
minutes from an old horn and a rod. 
All the horn but the bell and dia­ 
phragm should be removed. 
A screw! 
should be placed^ through tile dia-i 
phragin and screwed into the end of' 
the rod. 
When the other end of the 
rod is placed against the engine the 
knock can lie board very plainly in the 
bell. By removing the rod to different 
points ou the cylinder* block or crank-j 
case the exact location of the trouble 
can be discovered.

Drilling Hole in GI ass 
Is Comparatively Easy 
The car owner who finds it neces­ 
sary to drill holes In glass \v4ii suc­ 
ceed if lie uses tin* following method: 
Grind tin* taunts from one corner of 
a small three-cornered tile on the bias 
from the «>Uier 
Place this in a bit 
such as Is used in hardwood. 
Place 
the glass to be boled on si smooth sur­ 
face covered with a blanket or similar 
material. 
Begin to bore the hole ex­ 
actly as if the substance were wood. 
When a slight hole has been made sur­ 
round this with putty and till the dam 
thus created with turpentine to pre­ 
vent heating. Po not press too bard 
on the drill in boring.
